Capt. Schuettler Is on the Trail 
of “ The Fox.” 


BLOODY CLOTHES FOUND. 


Important Discovery Made by a Milwau- 
kee Boarding-House Keeper. 


COONEY’S PRESENT WHEREABOUTS 


He Is Thought to Be in the Vicinity of 
Watertown, Wis.

HIS CAPTURE NOW SEEMS IMMINENT. 


Mitwavuxre, Wis., Dec, 8.— Special.! 
Cooney, The Fox,“ bas been in Mil waukee, 
and Capt. Schuettier of Chicago is now in 
the interior of the State following a clew 
which may lead to the arrest of another of 
the suspected murderers of Dr. Cronin. 
While here vesterday Capt. Schuettler dis- 
covered Cooney’s trunk, in which it is said 
were found plood-stained clothing, and al- 
though the local authorities refuse to divulge 
anything it is known that the trunk and its 
contents were today taken to the Central 
Police Station, where they have been care- 
fully secreted. 

In some way other than through the Mil- 
waukee police the Chicago authorities 
learned that Cooney had been in Milwaukee, 
and even had the name ofthe family with 
whom he had been boarding. When Capt. 
Schuettler arrived here from Chicago yes- 
terday afternoon heasked the aid of Chief 
of Police Janssen in locating the family with 
whom Cooney had been living. This was 
easily done and a detective accompanied. the 
Captain to the house. Tne family was named 
Mooney ana had dived at No. 317 Park street, 
but are now living at No. 227 Greenbush 
street. The husband is an expressman whose 
stand is at the Union Depot. 

A MYSTERIOUS STRANGER. 

The Sunday night after the Cronin murder 
Mooney was approached by a man who had 
just alighted frpm u Chicago train, who in- 
quired where he could fina a quiet boarding- 
house. The man at the time appeared some- 
what excited, and apparently was trying to 
avoid being seen by anyone. It so happened 
that Mooney’s wife had a few boarders, and 
Mooney told the stranger that he could.ac- 
commodate him at his own home, and with 
his trunk he was driven to No. 817 Park 
street, which is some distauce from the 
center of tne city. 

For two days the man remained almost 
constantly in his room, never leaving the 
house. On one occasion, when a servant had 
occasion to enter, she found the door locked. 
immediately a voice from within demanded 
to know who was there, and when she en- 
terea he remarked that he thought it might 
have been somebody else. the Tuesday 
night following the stranger left the house, 
remarking that he was going out to see the 
town,” but he pever returned. He left his 
trunk and also an unpaid board bill. When, 
a month later, he had failed to cali Mrs. 
Mooney opened the trunk in the hopes that 
she might find sufficient to reimburse ber for 
the board bill. She found only clothing, an 


album, ana some papers. 


BLOOD STAINED CLOTHES. 
When Mrs. Mooney yesterday described the 


man to him Capt. Schuettler appeared satis- 


fied that he was the much-sought-for Cooney. 
The trunk had remained almost undisturbed 
and Capt. Schuettler made a thorough exam- 
ination of its contents. In handling a dark 
pair of pants Capt. Schuettier discovered on 
them what was apparently blood stains. In 
one pocket of the same pants Mrs. Mooney 
found three handkerchiefs wrapped up to- 
gether, They emitted a most horrible steuch, 
as though saturated with some drug, and all 
of them were\bespatiered with clotted blood. 
From the album found in the trunk Capt. 
Schuettler took several pictures and also ail 
of the papers, but Mrs. Mooney had exam- 
ined neither and says she does not know 
what they were. 

Capt. Schuettler left last night for Water- 
town, Wis., and today the detective who was 
with Schuettler yesterday removed the trunk 
to the Central Station. The same clew 
which led Capt. Schuettler to this city has 
taken him to Watertown and it is said may 
lead him to the northern part of the State. 
That the Chicago authorities have trust- 
worthy information is evident from the lo- 
cating of Cooney’s trunk in this city, and, as 
the clew leads still farther, Capt. Schuettler 
is undoubtedly confident of at last locating 
and arresting another of the men who it is 
believed were directly connected with the 
murder of Dr. Cronin.

THEIR PLEAS FOR THEIR CLIENTS. 


Arguments of Messrs. Foster and Forrest 
in the Crénin Case. 

“John F. Beggs is/the innocent victim of 
circumstances.“ 

This was the burden of Attorney W. A. 
Foster’s closing argument in behalf of his 
client Saturday. It was a fine argument, 
colored at times with such effective pleading 
for the prisoner’s life that Tew eyes in the 
jury-box. or audience were dry, while the 
tears rolled down the cheeks of Coughlin 
and the face of Kunze. 

In his address Friday afternoon Mr. Fos- 
ter had indulged in many bitter personalities 
toward the attorneys for the State. Read- 
ing in the countenances of the jurymen the 
ill impressiow® produced on them by the at- 
tacks Mr. Foster discarde indictive 
tone Saturday and addressed himseif to the 
evidence. 

He claimed that there was no proof that a 
secret committee had ever been appointed in 
Camp No. 20 to try Dr. Cronin, mucn less that 
such a committee for such a purpose had 
been appointed by Beggs as Senior Guardian. 
He prefaced his reading of the Secretary’s 
record of the meeting of Feb. 8 by the re- 
mark that the secretary was an ignorant 
man. The meeting had been aturbulent and 
noisy one. Many erasures and interlinea- 
tions in the record had resulted from the 
confusion. An entry under such circum- 
stances, Mr. Foster claimed, should not be 
considered stropg enough proof to deprive a 
man of life, 

That phrase in the record. Peace through 
war,” which had been urged by the prosecu- 
tion as an indication of Beggs’ evil intentions 


toward Dr. Cronin, was converted by Mr.” 


Foster's aichemy from a murderous, expres- 
sion into a patriotic utterance. Its author 
was none other than the great William Pitt, 
on whose tomb it had afterward been in- 
scribed. 

Mr. Foster confessed that he was unable to 
explain the coincidence in time of the rent- 
ing of the Clark street flat ’ first 
letter to District Officer Speimai. Insisting,

however, that his client knew nothing of the 
Clark street flat or tne furniture and trunk 
there, Mr. Foster asserted that the jury 
could only connect Beggs with them by a 
gratuitous act of prejudice. 

The strongest point made for Beggs was 
Mr. Foster’s account of his conduct imme- 
diately following the discovery of Dr. Cro- 
niu's body in the catch-basin. Ignorant 
members of Camp No. 20, hésitating between 
their oath of secrecy to the Cian-na-Gael and 
their duty as witnesses before the grand 
jury, had appealed to the Senior Guardian 
for guidance. 

„Tell everything,’ was Beggs’ instruc- 
tion,” said Mr. Foster, “while Luke Dillon, 
the friend of Cronin, the abettor of the pros- 
ecution, the man who had been sent from 
Philadelphia to purge the society of crime, 
said: ‘Don’t go too far.“ By the statement 
ot the pwbiic prosecujor himself, corrobo- 
rated by the Chief of Police, it appeared that 
Beggs had been the first to disclose the cor- 
respondence with Spelman. 

“ During this trial,“ said Mr. Foster, “in 
my capacity as attorney I have continued the 
course of openness begun by my client. 
While exceptions and obiecttons have fallen 
thick as autumn leaves from the attorneys 
for the other defendants I have not objected, 
1 have not excepted. The prosecution has 
not gone farther in the introduction of evi- 
dence than I in its admission.“ 

Mr. Foster disclaimed the intention of mak- 
ing a peroration. But he pictured to the jury 
the gratitude of his client should their verdict 
be such that he could shake them by the 
hand and thank them for having restored to 
him a chance for life and an opportunity to 
cleanse his character from thé stain of blood. 
Mr. Foster’s voice grew sad aud low, and his 
conclusion was affecting in the extreme. 

Throughout the speech Mr, Foster adhered 
to the same line he has held to throughout 
the trial. He suffered no legal quibble to 
pass his lips, and made no uisplay of forensic 
sharp practice. He presented to the jury a 
clear-cut, unreserved case for his clieat. 

Mr. Forrest, attorney for O'Sullivan and 
Burke, followed Mr. Foster in the final 
speech for the defense. He had a harder 
task before him than his predecessor 
had just gone through, and he 
seemed to realize it. For mearly two 
hours he dia little more than fead law books. 
ne crowded court-room became listless. 
One spectator after another feft, followed by 
group after group, until at t adjournment 
of court Mr. Forrest had 2 auditors

Ostrom was interviewed at the county jail 
today. He was asked the question: Are you 
willing to say anything about the charge that 
you set the Tribune Building on fire?’’ 

„Ves,“ he said, with emotion. I did not set 
the building on fire. This charge is no sur- 
prise to me; in fact, lexpected it would be 
made before. I certainly had every incen- 
tive in the world to destroy those books. 
If they had been burned up there 
would have been no evidence against me. it 
is perfectly natural that suspicion should 
point to me when all the facts are consid- 
éred. As additional proof against me I left 
the books out of the safe Saturday night. I 
had often done this before ana nothing was 
ever thought of it. Some of the men in the 
office generally locked them up before they 
left, as they did on this occasion, but, taken 
into consideration with my defalcation ana 
the fire, the logical conclusion of nine men 
out of ten would be that Iam responsible for 
the origin of the fire. I think T can prove 
that I was not at the Tribune building 
Saturday night. I left the office between 5 
and 6 o’clock p. m. and went to the 
Union Railway Station, intending to leave 
While iv the 
depot waiting for the train I thought it 
would be better to stay here and face the 
trouble. I went up to the Summit House to 
get my wife. She wasn’t there and I went 
to the West Hotel and to several other 
places, going to my house about 9 p. m.“ 

A detective had been shadowing Ostrom 
for a week before the fire and will be asked 
by the grana jury to state what he knows of 
Ostrom’s movements Saturday night. Os- 
trom is a young man and has been in the 
employ of the /’ioneé- Press company for 
about three years. He has a young wife 
whom he married about three months ago. 
The money was lost by gambling, which 
caused great surprise, since he was an ex- 
tremely quiet fellow, never drank, and was 
not known to take any interest in games of 
chance,

A CLOSE SHAVE FOR MONON PASSENGERS, 


The Chicago Limited Vestibule Train Badly 
Wrecked Near Frankfort, Ind. 
FraNKFORT, Ind., Dec. 8.— [Special.] — The 
Chicago limited vestibule train on the Monon 
was badly wrecked here this afternoon. The 
rear trucks of the tender left the track on 
crossing a trestle, and the baggage car and 
one coach fell twenty feet to the. creex. 
Miraculous as it would seem Baggageman 
Warren and the four passengers crawled out 
of the demolished cars but slightly bruised. 
There were but eighteen passengers on 
board, and, it being the noon hour, they were 
in the dining-car at the rear of the train. 
The bridge and two cars are an entire 
wreck. Loss to the company, $20,000. 


Mr. E. H. Lowe, a traveler for Marshall 
Field & Co., was on board the train when 
the accident occurred. He says that just be- 
fore the train reached the trestlework the 
rear wheels of the tender jumped the track 
ana separated the airbrake tube. The en- 
gineer let the sand-pipe loose and reversed 
the engine, but could not stop the train. 
The engine went over the trestle in safety, 
but the baggage-car was jerked off the track 
and fell over into the creek, bottom 
side up. The next coach and the dining car 
also left the track and came toa stop hang- 
ing over the edge of the trestle. All the pas- 
sengers were badly scared, and one lady re- 
ceived a severe cut on her forehead. The 
baggageman had one of his legs sprained. Dr. 
Wainwright of No. 61 Laflin street, Chicago, 
was on board and rendered what assistance 
he could. T. Schaaf, proprietor of the Beckel 
House, Dayton, O., was cating lunch with 
Mr. Lowe at the time of the accident and 
both escaped without injury. 

The trestiework cver which the baggage 
car ran was examined by Mr. Lowe, and he 
found it rotten in many places, and he be- 
heves that it was only the lightness of the 
train and the skill of the engineer in reduc- 
ing speed without the airbrake that saved 
the train from going over bodily ana causing 
great loss of life. The train is known as the 
Monon Velvet Vestibule, and left Indianap- 
olis for Chicago at lla. m. -

GENERAL ENTHUSIASM IN THE OITY. 


The unsuccessful attempt of the Demo- 
crats to capture the labor convention Satur- 
day evening had a demoralizing effect on the 
bosses of the MeDonald-Wenter-Gahau com- 
bination yesterday. They found that the 
labor element had been rendered actively 
hostile. All the leading labor men whose 
exertions during the last two campaigns 
gave the Demoerats success are now in open 
revolt against the McDonald ticket. Frank 
Stauber, C. G. Dixon, and ex-Aid. Connor 
have been with the Citizens’ ticket from the 
beginning. 

The declaration of Robert Welkon in THE 
TRIBUNE yesterday morning that ne was for 
the Citizens’ ticket, followed up as it was by 
similar declarations by Robert W. Devine, 
Charles Seib, Wiliam Kliver, and others, in- 
dicates beyond the possibility of doubt that 
the honest labor element will be solid for 
the Citizens’ ticket.

The adjournment of 
the convention irom Saturday until Monday 
was to enable the bosses to negotiate. Orne 
delegation was sold out for $2,400 to u certain 
moneyed candidate Sunday afternoon. Car- 
ter Harrison and Judge Prendergast were in 
the lead as West Side canaidates Saturday 
and Charles F. Clarke for the North Side 
place. Monday they were nowhere. King, 
Wenter, and Lynch won with the greate 
ease on first ballots Monday. 

What is the explanation? The general 
reply te this question is: Boodle.“ Some 
potent influence must have been used to 
secure the nomination of Frank Wenter 
over Carter H. Harrison. Some years ago 
when Wenter was a candidate for renomina- 
tion as a member of the Board of Education 
Mr. Harrison held it back for weeks at the 
request of fellow Democrats on the general 
charge that he was wasteiul and extrava- 
gant. Mr. Harrison is rejected by a 
boodle convention while Wenter is accepted. 
Where is the explanation? 

Another candidate has a somewhat varied 
record. He once got into trouble with the 
United States authorities for a Laue of

VOTERS MUST ER CAREFUL. 

The Democratic as well as the Republican 
tickets will be printed one and four-fifths 
votes for each of five candidates. The Citi- 
zens’ ticket will be printed one and one-half 
votes for each of six candidates. The Citi- 
zens’ ticket is the most comprehensive one. 
Even most Democratic voters understaud 
the vote and a half pian; the vote and four- 
fifths plan bewilders them. The Citizens’ 
ticket, therefore, is likely to be a favorite if 
for no other reason than this. 

The Election Commissioners have decided 
that where the aggregate vote cast exceeds 
nfne or falls below nine, or where the nine 
votes allowed to an elector are not evenly 
divided among five, six, seven, eigut, or nine 
candidates, it has to be thrown out. The 
number of spoiled ballots, therefore, is likely 
to be surprising. The voting according to 
the law must be: 

1. One and four-fifth votes for each of 
five cancidates. 

2 One and one-half votes for each of six 
candidates. 

8 One and two-sevenths for each of seven

4. One and one-eighth for each of eight

There was a large attendance at the Cen-

had been shining on this globe for millions 
of years, and in all likelinood would shine 
for other millions, the question presented 
itself, Why ali this sunligat, and what is the 
object of this globe of ours? 

Some time ago he had read the story 
of a ship which had been deserted by 
its crew fortenor fifteen years, and which 
was still drifting’ aimlessiy about the 
ocean, sometimes being carried by 
winds 500 miles to the east and 
then 500 miles to the west. The world was 
evidentiy not made to driftlike this ship 
without any objective vort. to be carried 
about on the wings of the wind, but was put 
here for a purpose, and in the word “‘civili- 
zation” was perhaps found a part of the 
Creator’s hidden intention. In barbarism. 
the cirtile of friendship was small. It was 
not so long ago that the prairies of Illinois 
and adjacent States were inhabited by tribes 
.of roving savages. Where were these tribes 
now! By the steady advance of civilization 

they had been swept away, and in their 
lace there was “but one great tribe of en- 
ightened white people. Barbarism was the 
war of man against man, civilization the 
Widening and deepening of friendship. 
‘Thus wan slowly advanced, making one man 
desire the welfare of ail. 

What was this welfare? It was all the 
real good man could receive. It was not 
having many 88 but no food, much art 
but nothing betzutiful.

Among the new things of later years was 
the pleasure of usefulness. It had not taken 
the piace of any other pleasure, for pleasures 
never die. Had any one suggested to that 
King who offered a reward for some new 
amusement in his palace the pleasure of use- 
fulness he would have been put to death. It 
was not so now, for since this sew joy had 
come down from the sky even the old glory 
of ambition had faded.

FAILED FOR SEVERAL MILLIONS, 


Suspension of the Capital Loan and Invest- 
ment Company of Lincoln, Neb. 

LincoLn, Neb., Dec. 7.—[Special.]—The 
Capital Loan and Investment company sus- 
pended business last night. It was started 
about six months ago and numbered among 
its stockholders some of the best business 
men in this citv and State. Three trustees 
were appointed to wind up its affairs and 
they claim they will be abie to pay all the 
small debts that are outstanding, but the 
stockholders will be lucky if they get 25 per 
cent on what they have paid iu. The capital 
stock amounted to $10,000,000. The reason 
for the failure given by Secretary H. F. Al- 
bers was that every man who took stock and 
paid in his assessment wanted to borrow a 
large sum. A Tennessee stockholder had 
paid in $2,500 on $10,000 worth of stock, and 
this seems to have had something to do with 
the collapse. The company was not organ- 
ized by Lincoln people but by some sbecu- 
lators who became interested in the city. 
They afterwards sold stock largely to Lincoin

& Fight About the Sister of One of the

ored Men Protest Against a Separate

John Jacobs, 17 years old, who lived with his 
parents in the rear of No. 218 Mohawk street, 
met his death last night under peculiar circum- 
stances. He was struck in the face by John 
Wissel, about the samg age, living at No. 416 
Division street, and falling struck: the back of 
his head on a low fence, breuking his neck. 

The boys were not acquainted. The quarrel 
between them started by young Jacobs seeing 
his 15-year-old sister, Katie, in Wissel’s company. 
The latter was accompanied by Paul Stuckert 
of No. 578 Market street, who was engaged in 
conversation with a friend of the Jacobs girl, 
the whole, party standing at Eugenie and Mo- 
hawk streets. 

Joseph Garman of No. 186 Orchard street was 
with young Jucobs, andit seems was responsi- 
ble for Jacobs’ assault on Wissel, From all that 
could be learned from the boys, all of whom are 
under arrest at the Larrabee Street Station, Ja- 
cobs appears to have been the assaulting party, 
and that Wissel only defendea himself. Garman 
and Stuckert also hada fight, but as both had 
fallen into an area they did not see much of the 
trouble between thezothers. 

Henry Deitch, 21 years old; of No. 11 Mohawk 
street, was stabbed last night by John Holmes 
of No. 318 Division street, and will probably die. 
The meu had quarreled over à game of cards at 
Sedgwick and Division streets. 

George Spreckelmeyer, a German carventer, 
65 years old, was cut in theneck at his home, No. 
2517 Calumet avenue, by Joseph Cain, with 
whom he quarreled over a can of beer. The 
wound is not dangerous. Cain was locked up at 
the Cottage Grove Avenue Station. 


RELIEF FOR ANAKCHIST FAMILIES, 


Entertainment at the Second Regiment 
Armory for Their Kenefit. 

From 8 o’clock yesterday afternoon till after 
midnight a jolly, noisy crowd filled the armory 
of the Second Regiment with the music of a brass 
band and male choruses, with shouting and 
laughing. There were about 3,000 people in the 
hall moat of the time, Many coming and going 
continually. Although there were many who 
understood no other language than English the 
entertainment was thoroughiy German in every 
particular. It was given by a number of singing 
and turning societies, the proceeds to be used 
for the support of the families of the Anarchists 
who were executed or iihprisoned in 1887. 

They were not ail Anarchists or even Socialists 
who attended the entertainment and took part 
in the progrum. There were many who would 
repudiate either designation. There were mem- 
bers of the Personal Rights League, bat not 
officially representing that organtzauon. Among 
the societies that participated there ure some 
which emphatically deny ali taint of Socialism 
aud declare that they went into this entertain- 
ment as they did in those last year, purely from 
charitable motiv®s. The societies that took 
part were: Singing societies—Harugari Siing- 
erbund, Herwegu Männerchor, singing 
sections of the Aurora Social, Columoia, 
Fortschritt, and Garfield Turnvereins, 
Arbeiter Liederkranz, Westseite Liederkranz. 
Sociale Liedertafel, Internationale Männerchor, 
Liedertafel Vorwärts, Douglas Park Männer- 
chor, Schwäbischer Unterstützungs verein. 
Schleswig- Holsteiner Sängerbund. Arion and Har- 
ugari Männerchors. Turning socieues— Vorwärts, 
Aurora, Fortschritt, Social, Freiheit, Columbia, 
Lake View, Schweizer, Garfield, Teutonia, Nord- 
west, Almira, Pullman, Riverdale. 

In spite of the purely charitable object of the 
entertainment the prevailing sentiments of the 
revolutionary gathering found expression. The 
programs announced that if was for the ben- 
efit of the families of our murdered 
and imprisoned comrades.““ An address 
in German was made by H. C. Bechtold 
of Detroit. Mr. Bechtold svoke of the martyrs“ 
and the vein of sadness that must mingle with 
the prevailing mirth when memory reverted to 
the men who were taken from their midst two 
years ago. His address was moderate and mild, 
but he shared the ovimion of the crowd that the 
hanging of those men was an injustice, that they 
died for the wage class, and thut their families 
should be supported by thatclass. He predictea 
the coming of a time when universal love and 
brotherhood would prevail. 

The entertainment consisted largely of gym- 
nastic exhibitions. Most of it, according to 
German custom, was class work, and tere 
were some excellent feats. In the leap- 
ing with poles several members of the 
Aurora Turnyverein cleared the bar at 
a height of 7 feet 6 inches, and #topped at that 
only because the bar could not be raised higher. 
The performances on the vaulting borses by the 
Vorwärts Turnverein were graceful and well 
finished. There Were also exhibitions on the 
parallel and horizontal bars, exercises without 
apparatus, and drills. 

The singers from the various societies gave 
several numbers en masse, forming a chorus of 
800 voices, and many of them sang separately. 

Bars stretched along the entire east wali-of the 
building and the beer kegs that had been emptied 
formed a tall pyramid against the north wall. 
Their number was sufficient to insure a fair cash 
balance in favor of the relief fund for the fam- 
ilies. The entertainment concluded with a dance. 


THEY WANT NO COLOR LINE, 


Young Colored People Meet and Adopt Res- 
olations in the Matter. 

A meeting of colored people of Chicago to prc- 
test against the formation of a branch of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association for the 
especial benefit of colored young men was held 
at Olivet Baptist Church on Harmon court yes- 
terday afternoon. At 3 o'clock Mr. E. G. Alex- 
ander, the Chairman, called the assemblage to 
order and stated the object of tne meeting. Ad- 
dresses were made by Solomon Taylor, Spurgeon 
C. White, W. G. Anderson, Mrs. S. McCary, and 
E. H. Morris, after which a general discussion 
was had, in which the people protested against 
the proposed colored branch, there beirg only 
one dissenting voice in the person of F. L. Bar- 
nett. The following resolutions were adopted: 

WHEREAS, There has been and is now a move- 
met on foot by some of the colored men of this 
city to organize a branch of the . M. C. A., to be 
known as The Colored v. M. C. A. of Chicago“; 
and 

WHEREAS, We know that it is not the policy 
of the Y. M. C. A. already established in this city 
to draw the color line,“ or in any measure fa- 
vor race prejudice; therefore be it 

Resolved, That we, the colored people, in mass- 
meeting assembled. do hereby enter our most 
emphatic protest against the aforesaid move- 
ment, regarding it as an attempt to draw the 
% color line where it does not exist; further, 

Resolved, That we believe the movement to be 
an unchristian one, for Christianity teaches that 
„Ot one blood hath God created all mankind’’; 
therefore, ail men should work together in 
Christian effort; further, 

Resolved, That, for reasons as above set forth, 
we do hereby petition the Y. M. C. A. of this city 
to withhold their sanction of the aforesaid move- 
ment and adhere strictly to the policy of “no 
color“ line.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 
The year now closing will probably pass 


mo history as one of the most important 


. * commercially in the history of this country. 
I1 nas been crowded with what the Germans 
| ‘would call epoch-making events. Those 


events have caused heavy entries on both sides 
of the business ledger, and at times the ob- 
server has beer at a loss to determine their 
real sigaificance with regard to the future. 
At occasional periods some of the shrewdest 
interpreters of affairs have been aespondent, 
half convinced that the country’s business 
interests were environed with perils which 
could not be escaped. But in every instance

relief, and now, in the last month of the 
year, hope and confidence are tue dominant 
sentiments throughout the business world.

tion of Johnstown by flood and of the young 
Western cities of Seattle and Spokane by fire, 
many millions of fixed capital having been 
destroyed, did not lessen the apprehensions 
felt by thoughtful financiers and business- 
men. 

But events since last July have proved 
that affairs were not then in 80 critical a 
condition as some thought. It would have 
required more than an accident from fire or 
flood to precipitate a panic. Nature is partly 
responsible for the wonderful improvement 
that has been made in the last five months. 
Crops have deen harvested in excess of the 
most optimistic estimates of the spring. The 
consequent broadening of trade has happily 
been made possible by the undoing of 
part of the first half-year’s work. Early

perity. The iron trade bas steadily enlarged 
since June and the price of steel rails has 
advanced from $25 to $25 a ton. : 
There is now no danger that industry will 
lack for capital The danger, if there is any, 
is on the other side. The English investor, 
under the leadership of so-called syndicates, 
has been buying valuable manufacturing 
plants in the East and in the West and is 
bidaing for more. This race of English 


eapital after Yankee industries must have a 


most prominent place in the year’s business 
record. The home capital that is released 
will certainly not remain idle. Our foreign 
trade has swung around until now the impor- 
tation of gold is checked only by artificial 
barriers abroad. The orgasizers of trusts 
are being tossed on a dilemma both horns of 
which are uncomfortably sharp. The Cotton 
Oil and the Sugar Trust are seeking protec- 
tion under some form of incorporation, while 
the Chicago Gas Trust, its Corporate exist- 
ence having been made miserable, is hunting 
for relief ineome kina of extra-legal organ- 
ization. It is a choice between the frying- 
pan and the fire. Publicopinion promises to 
keep things hot whichever way te trusts 
may leap. 


PICKING OUT THE BEST CANDIDATES. 

But three days remain before the election, 
for Drainage Trustees, They cannot be spent 
more profitably by the voters than in exam- 
ining the eualifications of the candidates in 


which shail cost fifteen millions; others for 
one which shall cost fifty millions. Some are 
for low taxes ana honest work; others for 
high taxes and corrupt work, It is there- 
fore worth the voter’s while to canvass with 
his friends and neighbors the qualificauons 
of the men who want to spend bis taxes. 
Doubtless his personal preferences would in- 
cline him to favor persons whom, were he 
about to die, he would select as executors 
for what property he might leave, and of 
whom ne would not deem it necessary to ex- 
acta bond. He will therefore search this 
list of sixteen candidates to find five or six 
who most nearly meet this requirement. 

It is quite probable that he will scratch off 
his ticket those whom he believes to bave 
bought nominations from corrupt conven- 
tions, expecting to get back what they paid 
and much more out of the pocketsof the 
taxpayers. He will reject all visionary cranks 
whose presence on the board would make it 
laughable. He will fight shy of men who 
have had financial difficulties with the State 
or Federal Government. He will not de en- 
thusiastic over attorneys fastened on the 
ticket to represent @ corpofation, and will 
not look on a man who voted for the Lake- 
Front steal to rob the city of 40 millions of 
its public. property as one who can safely be 
trusted with the great drainage job. He will 
be against all who are constantly full of 
whisky, whether they be labeled Democrat 
or Republican. He will have a wholesome 
horrer of those who attend public meetings 
and boast of the extravagant and partisan 
way in which the work will de run if they 
are elected, and offer ten or fifteen theusand 
workingmen employment for years at high 
wages when they know there will not be 
money enough from the sale of bonds to keep 
them going nine moaths. The honest voter 
will shun those who seem to be specially 
honored by the friendshipof Mike McDonald, 
ana will not regard the betrayal of the se- 
crets of the grand jury room to Mike and 
others when boodlers were being indicted as 
a good recommendation for a trusteeship. 
The honest voter will preter a man whom 
the position has sought, not one who has 
sought or bought the position. He will look 
for candidates whose honesty is unques- 
tionea. They may not be strong party men. 
but they will have no entangling alliances 
with the Stock-Yards company or distilling 
companies, ana will not have voted to rob 
the city of its public property. They wili 
vote for those candidates who have been 
faithful in the performance of whatever 
duties were intrusted to them. and not for 
those who have been charged with cheating, 
ing, $windling, and public robbery. 

The voting tickets will be for either five 
or six members who will control the board. 
It ought to be easy enough for the honest 
voter, witn the sixteen names placed at his 
disposal, to select five or six persons who 
will meet his requirements, and whose elec- 
tion he would not look on as @ public calam- 
ity.

POLITICAL DICTATION BY THE ROMAN 
CATHOLIC HIERARCHY. 
The announcement that the Roman Catho- 


lic hierarchy has met in conference and de- 
cided to oppose the confirmation of Gen. 
Thomas J. Morgan of IIlinois for Indian 
Commissioner, and to bring all its influence 
to bear to defeat him, will be received with 
surprise and painful apprehension by the 
country at large. Gen. Morgan was ap- 
pointed to his position four months ago by 
President Harrison, and has admunis- 
tered the office with rare ability and with a 
degree of efficiency which is ail the more 
conspicuous in contrast with the loose and 
slipshod methods of his predecessors during 
the Cleveland Administration. The policy 
of education which be has outiined, 
and to which reference bas been a- 
ready made in Tue MTRIgUNE, is em- 
inently sound and judicious and con- 
templates the only methods which can be 
relied upon to bring the Indjans under the 
influences of civilization and transform tnem 
into useful citizens. It proposes the enlarge- 
ment and improvement of the Government 
schools and does not interfere with the de- 
nominational schools now existing, except 
that it withdraws Government financial aid 
from them, thus placing them all on an 
equality and making them dependent for 
their support upon the voluntary contrivu- 
tions of the denominations in whose interests 
they are conducted. The ultimate result of 
Gen. Morgan’s plan will undoubtedly be to 
draw a much larger number of Indian 
children into the Government schools and 
give them the benefit of a general and 
uniform system of elementary education in 
the English language. 

It is in this direction that the shoe pinches. 
The Roman Catholic Church, which has been 
drawing the lion’s share of the Federal ap- 
propriations, foresees pecuniary disadvan- 
tage and the loss of its prestige and hence 
has taken the initial steps to prevent Gen. 
Morgan’s confirmation. All the same the 
great majority of the people of this country 
will indorse his proposition: There is no 
more reason why the Government should pay 
for the Roman Catholic education, the Bap- 
tist education, the Methodist : education, or 
the Presbyterian education of Indian chil- 
dren than it should for the similar education 
of black or white sectarian children. The 
aid once withdrawn, the various denomina- 
tions will be placed upon an equal footing. 
If they continue their sectarian schools they 
will be obliged to pay the expenses, and so 
far as propagandizing is concerned they will 
be on equal terms of competition. 

The Indians are still the wards of the Gov- 
ernment. It is responsible for their educa- 
tion and 1s competent to meet the responsibil- 
ity, and it is a matter of no concern to it what 
system of faith they shall profess. 

Another objection made by the Papal hier- 
archy to Gen. Morgan is contained in the 
charge that he has been removing Roman 
Catholics from his department. This.charge 
has been investigated by Herbert Welsh of 
the Indian Right» Association; and he re- 
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the tield. Some of them are for a work: 
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Ports that it is absolutely false and destitute

I have not dismissed any one trom the In- 


| “dian service for either religious or political 


„reasons. Every dismissal has been made 
“for cause.and the records of the office will 
“show for what cause.” Both Mr. Welsh 
and Gen. Morgan further state that where 
Roman Catholic employés have been dis- 
charged it has been for intemperance, inef- 
ficiency, and insubor on. The Spring- 
field (Mass.) Republican, ti-Administra- 
tion paper, and, as is weil known, an ardent 
admirer of Mr. Cleveland, says on this 
point: * 

There need be no surprise that a great many 
persoas of this sort were found in this branch of 
the Government service, for itis notorious that 
it was made a harbor and asylum for the cheap 
hangers-on of Democratic politicians, and was 
al ther the worst blot on the Cieveland Ad- 
ministration. Not until the last months of that 
Aaministration was the Commissionership occu- 
wy by aman fitto be there, and Mr. Oberiy 

but small chance during his incumbency to 
make things better. That Mr. Morgan is taking 
his op unity to clear out the lazy, drunken, 
and otherwise worthless is to his credit, and to 
attempt to throw over such persons the protec- 
tion of their religious faith is, as Mr. Welsh 
says, to threaten the appointing power with a 
serious danger which it is the duty of good citi- 
zenship firmly to resist.” 


As to the first charge it must be answered 
that Gen. Morgan’s position is an eminently 
wise and judicious one. As to the second, 
there is but one answer—namely: ;that Gen. 
Morgan did his duty in the premises and 
would have been at fault had he done other- 
wise. Under these circumstances the Senate 
should reunke these priestly intermedalers 
by unanimously voting for Gen. Morgan’s 
confirmation and then sustain him in the 
consummation of hie policy. In attempting 
to defeat a Presidential nomination and in 
menacing the Republican party with its 
political revenge if it fails to obey its dicta- 
mon the Roman Catholic clergy has exceeded 
its jurisdiction in this free country, and if it 
persists in its course it must expect stern 
and determined resistance from the vast ma- 
jority of the American people. 


— 


VOTE FOR HONESTY THIS TIME. 

The real question to be settied at the polls 
Thursday next is not whether the Republic- 
ans or Democrats shall have the odd man on 
the Drainage Board, but whether che work 
shali cost the taxpayers fifteen or fifty mill- 
ions. It is not a quesuon of party suprema- 
cy, but of high or of low taxes. It is not a 
controversy between the friends of rival po- 
litical creeds, but between taxpayers and 
taxeaters, between the bees and the drones. 

Another question which will be settied in- 
cidentally by Thursday’s vote will be wheth- 
er the residents of a cosmopolitan city can be 
intrusted with the authority to carry out 
great public works the cost of which must be 
defrayed by the contributions of taxpayers— 
whether those who do not pay taxes can al- 
ways be trusted to impose burdens on those 
who do. : 

There are now before the voters sixteen 
candidates. Some of them are mén who 
bought their nominations from corrupt man- 
ipulators of the conventions, or were selected 
because they could be made the facile tools 
of the knaves and monopolies who keep in 
the background. Itis the design of those 
who chose the two batches. of fives which 
bear party labels that the work shall cost not 
fifteen millions nor twenty, but fifty at least. 
The bigger the job the more money there is 
in it for themselves and confederates. 

With ten men alone in the field the voter 
would have practically no choice. He would 
be forced to vote for men all of whom are for 
high taxes. With them in office the tax- 
payer who now pays $100 a vear in city taxes 
would have to contribute as his total share 
of the cost of the drainage work not $300 or 
$400 but $1,000. The man who pays but $10 
would have to contribute not $30 or $40 but 
$100, 

But six new candidates have been brought 
forward who are pledged to an economically 
constructed channel and to moderate taxes. 

It is in the power of the voter to cast his 
ballot for these six, whose election will 
mean a fifteen or eighteen and not a fifty 
million channel; or, if he chooses, he can 
scratch one or more of these names and sub- 
stitute for them others taken from the so- 
calied party tickets, if he sees names that 


he bas perfect confidence in. He should, how- 


ever, bear in mind the fact that there is no 
proper party question at issue in the ap- 
proaching election. There should be no 
politics in drainage. It is only by a partisan 
perversion of the law that aay political bene- 
fit will follow the control of the board. But 
the Democratic leaders and candidates 
shamelessly avow their intention if they get 
control to prostitute the work into a partisan 
job to make money and dominate the politics 
of the city, county, and State by voting the 
laborers as so many cattle for partisan pur- 
poses. The elecuon of that gang of parti- 
sans, who will be completely under boodle 
control, will be a public disgrace, and will 
cost the taxpayers tens of miliionsof dollars. 


THE ATTACK UPON CIVIL SERVICE REFORM 

The Civil Service Commissioners, who cer- 
tainly arein a position to know whereof they 
speak, affirm im their report to the Presi- 
dent that the reform is making unprece- 
dented progress, and that the law is faith- 
fully and impartially executed. They call 
attention to the tact that nearly a fourth of 
those employed in the public business are 
included in the classified civil service, and 
that they receive about one-half of the total 
of salaries paid by the Government, which 
of itself is sufficient to demonstrate the 
progress that has been made. 

The President in his message, after sketch- 
ing the progress of the reform since March 
last, commends the law, promises to execute 
it fairly and impartially, and says: We 
should have but one view of the matter and 
hold it with a sincerity that is not affected 
by the consideration that the party to which 
we belong is for the time in power.” The 
commission asks for an increased appropria- 
tion to enable it to perform its duties in a 
more thoroughly acceptable manner, and the 
President indorses its request and justifies 
it by the statement that as a result of the re- 
vision of the rules of the new classification 
and of the inclusion of the railway mail 
service the work of the commission has been 
greatly increased and the present clerical 
force is inadequate. In ali that he has to say, 
indeed, on this subject he is squarely in line 
with the pledges made in the Chicago plat- 
form. 

Notwithstanding the progress made by the 
reform and the opportunities which present 
themselves for enhancing its usefulness and 
increasing the area of its operations, the re- 
actionists are already at work to thwart the 
reform by killing the law, and the first step 
is already taken by the introduction of Sen- 
ator Vance’s biil to repeal it. Senator Far- 
well’s position is already known, and, if he 
has not overstated it, it comes - dangerously 
near the lines of the Democratic spoils doc- 
trine. It is more than likely when its ene- 
mies have squarely precipitated the issue 
that some Democratic members will be 
found ready to vote for its repeal notwith- 
standing the flourish ne made in its 
favor by the Cl „Administration. 
Tun TRIBUNE doe not believe, however, that 
the Republican members will prove false to 
the pledges of their piatform and turn over 
the Government of the country to the 
spoilsmen, They will rather heed the 
wise words of the President, “If 
some of its provisions have been 
Traudulently evaded by appointing 
Officers, our resentment should not suggest 


the repeai of the law but reform in its ad- 


ministration.” Thatis the true policy. If 
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tion then amend it and strengthen the hands 
of the Commissioners so that it may. Even 
under its present limitations it has made 
great progress, and there is no good reason 
why it should not be extended until it includes 
the whole working force in the civil service. 
Republican Congressmen should unite solidly 
in its defense and should give the Commis- 
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sioners all the assistance tuey ask. Its use- 


fulness should not be weakened by refusal to 


grant them what they wish. Its weak spots, 


if there be any, should be strengthened. If 
changes are necessary let them be made. 
But under no circumstances can the Republi- 
can Administration afford to shoulder the re- 
sponsibility of repeal and the reversion of 
the Government business to the methods of 
the Democratic spoils doctrine. 


FUSION OF FARMERS AND KNIGHTS OF 
LABOR. 


Delegates from tne Western Farmers’ Al- 
liance, the Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Associa- 
tion, the Farmers’ and Laborers’ Union, and 
the other agricultural societies recenfly in 
session in St. Louis agreed upon a fusion, 
and it is declared “probable that in time the 
Knights of Labor will also join the farmers 
in actual union.” Mr. Powderly was present 
ani eagerly advocated coéperation between 
the farmers and the remnants of the knights 
who still obey him. Many of the representa- 
tives of the agricultural societies seemed to 
think-they could make common cause with 
city workmen at some time in the future, but 
that there were difficulties in the way of an 
immediate federation. 

The combined agricultural societies lost no 


time in adopting a platform of principles, and 


it must be conceded to be one of great 
breadth. The platform demands the prohibi- 
tion of alien ownership of land in tae United 
States and Territories, free coinage of silver, 
and Government control and operation of 
railroads. 

As respects alien ownership of land it 
ought to be abolished as speedily as possible, 
and there is no doubt that such is to be the 


policy of the United States, although the 


farmers’ recommendation that Congress 
“devise some plan to purchase all land now 
owned by aliens and foreign syndicates” 
can hardiy be accepted, as it would lead to 
heavy loss. Free coinage of silver would re- 
sult in drivmg gold out of circulation and 
making the United States a depreciated sin- 
gle standard country on a level with Mexico, 
China, and India and out of line with the 
great commercial nations of the world. It 
would enable debtors to cheat their cred- 
itors, but the damage to the monetary 
system and business of the country would 
offset any unjust benefit to a favored 
class. Government control over the charges 
of railway carriers is a well established prin- 
ciple, and must be exercised through com- 
missions and courts to sécure reasonable 
rates and equal rights to shippers. Govern- 
ment ownership of railroads, however, is a 
different matter. To -begin with it would 
take about three times the cost of the civil 
war to buy the 150,000 miles of railroads, and 
freight and passenger rates would have to be 
high enough to pay interest on such an enor- 
mous debt, or direct taxes would have to be 
levied to make up the deficit. The patronage 
of the Government would be ten times 
greater than itis now. Could a party once in 
power and in possession of ail the railroads 
in the country ever be dislodged except by 
civil war! Polities would be corrupted, the 
spoils system vastly enlarged and strength- 
ened, and transportation services made high- 
er in cost and less satisfactory than at pres- 
ent. A huge Government monopoly would be 
created, with a million of officeholders with 
1,000 millions of gross revenue to spend and 
boodle, and it is a question whetber a party 
with such a power in its hands would not 
dictate to the peovle rather than they to it. 
One of the farmers’ societies—the National 

Alliance—was not content with such projects 
as Government ownership and operation of 
the railroads, but tried to devise a practical 
platform with a view to immediate acuon. 
An income tax was demanded, for what was 
not stated; the useless Hennepin Canal 
scheme was favored; payment of the debts 
of the Central and Union Pacific co 

was insisted upon, and opposition declared to 
the liquor traffic in all its forms. 

lowed the most interesting plank—that on 
tariff. It is as follows: 


Resolved, That we favor such revision and re- 
duction of the tariff’ that the taxes may rest as 
lightly as possible upon productive labor and that 
its burdens may be imposed upon luxuries and 
removed from tue necessaries of life, and in a man- 
ner which will prevent continued accumulations 
of the United States Treasury surplus, 


Will the farmers stand by this doctrine 
when an attempt is made to put it in prac- 
tice? In the entire tariff list there is no 
article which if put on the free list would 
take a greater burden off productive labor 
than raw wool. Next to food woolen goods 
are the great necessary of life in the North- 
ern States for rich and poor, all ages and 
sexes. Woolens are now subject to a double 
duty—one on the raw material and a counter- 
vailing levy on manufactured woolen goods. 
If farmers who own sheep will consent to a 
repeal of the tax on raw wool the manufact- 
urers would probably giadly accept one-half 
the present tariff on woolen goods. Will the 
farmers do this? Apparently their platform 
grants the demand made by the protected 
workmen of the Eastern manufacturing cen- 
ters wbo crowded to tne polisa year ago to 
vote for Cleveland and free wool and free 
trade. If the burdens of tariff taxation are 
to be “imposed upon luxuries and removed 
from the necessaries of life” ‘a radical 
reform of the tariff is contemplated. 
This would mean continued high taxation of 
liquor and tobacco and the lowering or re- 
peal of duties on such products as sugar, 
wooiens, linens, cottons, silks, iron and steel, 
pottery, glass, machinery, barley, rice, etc. 
If the farmers will practice what they preach 
in regard to removing burdens from labor, 
including the freelisting of wool, they can 
counton the codperation of the Knights of 
Labor, who have become free-traders. But 
will they? 

THE LATEST GAS SCHEME. 

At the last meeting of the Council Ald. 
Vierling presented an ordinance authorizing 
a corporation calling itself the Chicago Fuel 
Gas company to lay its mains in whatever 
streets it pleased, and to supply citizens with 
fuel gas at not to exceed 80 cents a thousand 
and illuminating gas at $1.25, It also con- 
tained a provision that a third of the profits 
should go to the city. This ordinance, which 
1s said to have been drawn up by some 
wealthy South-Siders, is an improvement on 
previous ones, and is a partial recognition of 
the change in public sentiment regarding 
the grant of such ‘monopoly privileges by 
cities. 

Were this ordinance to be passed it is by 
no means clear that Chicago would be bene- 
fited. That depends entirely on those who 
control the enterprise, and whose names are 
as yet unknown. As me city is to have no 
voice in the managément of the company, it 
may be so conducted that, while there will 
be profit for the promoters, there will be 
none for the grantor of the privilege. That 
one-third may never materialize, There is 
nothing to show that the concern will not 
fall into the nands of men who may find it 
more in accordance with their interests to 
use it as a means of squeezing exisiing com- 
panies than of benefiting Chicago. There 
might be more confidence in Ald. Vierling’s 
scheme if the names of these wealthy men 
who are willing to give a third of the profits 
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ists who keep their promises aud with whom 


it is safe to have dealings. There are others 
with whom it is safer to have no dickerings. 

Furthermore, fuel gas can be sold with a 
profit at 40 cents a thousand; while this com- 
pany is authorized to charge 80 cents, which 
the public cannot afford to pay, as there 
would be no economy in paying more than 
half that charge for artificial fuel gas. Few 
or none would consume it and the city would 
make nothing on the proffered third of the 
profits, but the unknown speculators would 
be in a good position to nickel plate” the old 
trust monopoly. But the corrupt boodlers in 
the Council will never pass the Vierling or- 
dinance unless well bribea. If paid they 
will pass it, no matter about tearing up the 
improved streets. What do they, care for 
that ? 


CITY SEWERAGE. 

At the next meeting of the Council a reso- 
lution will be offered providing for a’ change 
in the system of raising money for the con- 
struction of sewers in this city by abandon- 
ing the old method of a general tax and sub- 
stituting that of special assessment, which 
has always been the rule in the annexed dis- 
tricts. The resolution declares that, the cost 
of all twelve-inch sewers be paid by special 
assessment on the property benefited and 
that in sewers of more than that size so much 
of the cost as is equivalent to that of a 
twelve-inch sewer be raised by special as- 
sessment and the rest by general tax. 
It is probable that this will carry. The 
Aldermen from the old sewered wards will 
naturally feel like supporting it, and those 
from the partly sewered wards of the old 
city, while perhaps feeling it not to be quite 
fair, will yet see that the change is for the 
good of their constituents, since it will en- 
able them to have sewers much more quickly 
than would otherwise. be the case. Lund 
which must otherwise inevitably have to 
wait for years before it can be sewered and 
made available for building purposes can 
under the proposed system be put on the 
market whenever the owner pleases... The 
change will also be a good thing for the city 
in another way, as it wil increase the 
amount of money, rather too small under 
any circumstances, which it can use for gen 
eral improvements. 


Senator WIIsox of Iowa has introduced 
into the United States Senate a bill to pro- 
vide that every article of commerce the 
manufacture and sale of which are prohibit- 
ed in any State shall not be transported and 
delivered within the State by any transporta- 
tion company.“ The chief purpose is to pro 
vent the introduction of alcoholic liquors 
into a prohibition State from the outside. 
He contends that it is wrong when a State 
has determined to enforce a policy of prohi- 
bition that its citizens should be free to im- 
port all the liquor they desire, ana thus, 
under cover of the freedom of inter-State 
commerce, defy a State law. It 16 estimated 
that $7,000,000 or more nas been sent out of 
Iowa to buy liquor, and this large expendi- 
ture has been without any compensating 
benefit to lowa interests ercept the 
gratification of ‘the drinkers. Naturally 
it is asked why, if the people of 
Iowa are forbidden to buy of home distillers 
and brewers, they should be free to patronize 
outsiders. The great trouble with the propo- 
sition Senator Wilson makes is its liability 
to abuse. Suppose, for instance, a State 
really desiring to destroy! om of trade 
and to secure an artificial home market for 
its own producers should/ pass a dishonest 
law forbidding the production of the article 
in question. The State need not enforce 
this law, but may permit it to remain a dead 
letter, or in fact fix the statute so as to make 
its enforcement impossible. Nevertneless 
the Federal Government would be required 
to prevent the bringing in of the article 
from other States merely because home pro- 
duction was formally prohibited. Thus 
under a dishonest State law intended to have 
the opposite effect from that professed as its 
purpose inter-State commerce could be inter- 
fered with and State monopolies established. 
The recent beef-inspection laws which the 
courts are setting aside show the lengths to 
which States can go in providing tricky and 
dishonest legisiation to attain selfish and un- 
lawful ends. 


\/ patting Deserters on the Pension Rolls. 


DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, WASHINGTON, 
D. C., Dec. 4.— [Editor of The Tribune.}—i find 
an editorial in Tue Tripune of Nov. 28—*“ Bus- 
sey Should Follow Tanner’’—which does me 
great injustice, and which I cannot believe you 
would have written if you had read my decision. 
Isend you herewith a copy and ask you in justice 
to me to read it. Harpers “eekiy, Chicago Her- 
ald, Albany 7imes, and other leading Democratic 
papers which severely criticised the decision ana 
my action when it was first announced had the 
fairness to publish the strong points of the decis- 
ion when it was brought to their notice, nd to 
acknowledge that I had simply interpreted the 
law as it now stands on the statute books. You 
surely will come to the same conclusion if you 
will read the decision. The Secretary of the In- 
terior in his report just given to the public dis- 
cusses the question involved in my decision, and 
on page 75 says: 

This is the state of the law unquestionably, and 
must be conformed to until Congress shall in its 
wisdom otherwise direct. 

‘Tne Secretary recommends that the law be 
changed, with which I fullyconcur. My prede- 
cessor evidently knew there was no law to de- 
prive a dishonorably discharged soldier. disabled 
in the line of duty, of a pension, as is shown by 
his recommendation to the last Congress, that 
the law be changed by inserting the word “hon- 
orable”” before discharge as a prerequisite to 
pension. 
ably discharged soldier than you have, but when 
the case came before me 1 had but one duty 
to perform, and that was to decide what is the 
law, not what I thought it owght to be. I have 
endeavored to discharge the responsible duties 
of my office conscientiously, ana I de- 
lieve I have done so to the satisfuction of my su- 
perior officers and the people generally. The 
newspapers of the count. y of all parties have 
treated me with uaiform courtesy and fairness 
evith rare exceptions. If you will read the decis- 
ion, I do not believe you will refuse to set me 
right with your readers. In the course of your 
article you say: 

It is noygheld that pensions can be secured even by 
deserters bounty jumpers. 

You will see from my decision in the Kaufman 


case that this statement is wholly erroneous. + 


The department has never heid, nor does it now 
hold, that pensions can be secured by “ de- 
serters and bounty jumpers.’ Such a holding 
would be in violation of the law and of an unva- 
rying line of departmental rulings. Very truly 
yours, Cyrus Bussey, Assistant Secretary. 

(The decision in which Mr. Bussey takes such 
pride is technical and strained almost to the 
point of being ludicrous, and appears to haye 
been reached in ignorance or disregard of ex- 
plicit provisions of law. A deserter is entitled to 
a pension under the present questionable rulings 
of the department as soon as a dishonorable dis- 
charge severs his relations to the service, and 
Mr. Bussey knows it. It is a mere quibble to 
speak of a soldier as a deserter before being dis- 
honorably discharged, and not such afterwards. 
Some of the pension statutes use the term 
“honorable discharge, and others say nothing 
as to discharge, but nowhere can anything be 
found to authorize or suggest a belief that Con- 
gress intended to grant pensions to dishon- 
orably discharged men. If Congress in- 
tendea such an extraordinary thing as. 
the granting of pensions to dishonorably 
discharged men it certainly should have 
saidso definitely. Does Mr. Bussey himself be- 
lieve Congress had any such intent? If so let 
him turn to the index to the United States Re- 
vised Statutes and there, under the title, De- 
serters—Forfeiture of Pension, he will ad a 
reference to Sec. 4,749 which reads as follows: 

No soldier or sailor shall be taken or held to 
be a deserter from the army or navy who faith- 
fully served according to his enlistment until 
April 19, 1865, and who without proper authority 
or leave first obtained quit his command or re- 
fused to serve after that date; but nothing Aere- 
in contained shalt operate as d remission of any 
Sorfeiture incurred by any such soldier or sa of 
his pension; but this section shall be construed 
solely as a removal of any disability such soldier 
or sailor may have incurred by the loss of his cit- 
izenship in consequence of his desertion. 

It appears therefore that in dealmg with a 
class of men who served until the war was over 
and then left their commands without getting 
proper leave Congress Was willing to remove the 
stigma of and say they should not suf- 
ter tne full ——.— including loss of citizenship 
and the right to hold office. Yet the law restor- 
ing citizenship to these so-called deserters ex- 
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pressly declares it is not to be 28 
ina back their forfeited right to Tus 
much of the penalty is retained. Breaches of 
military Guty are not rewarded. This perbaps

pline. Yet in the face of this law refusing to re- 
store the right of pension even to technical de- 
serters who did not leave their posts until the 
war was over Bussey holds that men dishonor- 
ably discharged during the warand drummed 
out of the service for cowardice in the face of the 
enemy, disloyalty, or for any other cause must 
be pensioned nevertheless! This is a good illus- 
tration of the loose and reckless manner in 
which pension statutes are administered, The 
Bussey or Tanner methods of expanding and 
“liberalizing” the law would be intolerabie if 
applied in any public office outside the Pension 
Bureau. Congress should stop at once the pen- 
sioning of deserters, cowards, Rebel sympathiz- 
ers, and others who were dishonorabiy dis- 
drummed out of the service.]

The German Emperor speaks for 
Europe in welcoming him, while his offer ot 
a German ship of war to convey 
the illustrious traveler to Zanzibar is 
a compliment without precedent.

Stanley's every letter is better 
than the last. That which he addressed to 
the New York Herald, published in nearly all 
of the London papers, astonishes bis frienas 
by its Gordon-like tone of fatalistic belief in 
the direct intervention of Providence in be- 
half of his mission. Nothing that he ever 
wrote equais it in pure eloquence. The most 
curious of all the tributes to Mr. Stanley is 
that from Mr. Joseph Thomson, his fellow 
explorer who a year ago expressed a belief 
that complete disaster had befallen Mr. Stan- 
ley’s expedition. He now owns his mistake

$1,000,000 has been offered to the Government 
for $350,000, and complains that it has been 
refused, though urgently needed for carry- 
ing out the schemes already begun for tech- 
nical education. Ne reply to this charge is 
yet vouchsafed. | 

Perhaps the Ministry are more disturbed 
by the broadside which Admiral Sir Geoffrey 
Hornby fires into Lord George Hamilton. 
The country certainly cares more for the 
navy than for science. Sir Geoffrey con- 
demns almost everything which the First 
Lord of the Admiralty praised in his recent 
speech—guns, ships, organitation, mobiliza- 
tion. If you believe Sir Geoffrey, the English 
navy is still deficient in fast seu-going ships, 
in big guns that can be fired, in drilled 
crews, and in other ratner essential ele- 
ments of naval strength.

TERRIBLE TALES OF TORTURE, 


How Confessions Are Wrung from Pri- 
9 oners in Hungary. 

Pali Aal Gazette: The Ujsag of Budapesth 
has received the following atrocious stories 
from its correspondent at Alt Beese, who as- 
sumés full responsibility for his statements:

In consequence of some cases of sheep-- 


stealing in Alt Becse the police recently ar- 
ted a man called Birsius Kovacs and 


subjected him to terribie tortures. Ine 
pain wrung from him the name of 
one Cseke. This man Cseke was ar- 


rested and laid on his back. Two gen- 
darmes held his hands and a third knelt on 
bis chest, while a fourth beat him on the 

es of his feet with 4 leather strap till he 
fainted. Cseke, however, would not confess 
to the crime, so his tormentors steeped his 
feet, dripping with blood, into vinegar, and 
thrashed him again until he fainted a second 
* The next day Cseke’s innocence was 
amply demonstratea. Ine gendarmes wait- 
ed till night, then turred him into the street, 
with a stick to support him. He had to be 
conveyed home in a cart, and will remain, it 
is said, crippled for life. 

“ A woman named Szilak was lately arrest- 
ed on suspicion of theft. She also was tort- 
ured, and the following day her innocence 
was proved. The doctor who examined her 
after her release declared there was not a 
place as large as one’s nand on her body 
without a wound. Her husband instructed a 
lawyer to obtain redress for him, but the 
gendarmes, learning this, hurried round to 
the lawyer's residence and beat him till he 
promised te withdraw the action. 

Elizabeth Major, aged 63, was arrested on 
the charge of having foundasumof money 
and kept the matter secret. She, too, was 
able to prove her innocence, but not until she 
had been tortured. As she was about to be 
discharged the gendarmes heard that she 
meant to prosecute them, so wey shut her 
up and tortured her again. Then, after set- 
ting her free for the second time, they ran 
after her and gave her a brutal beating.“ 

The correspondent of the Ujsag says he 
can establish evidence of other cases equally 
horrible. This is not the first time that 
charges of barbarity have been brought 
against the Hungarian police. 


With Head to the North. 

The superstitious belief that human beings 
should sleep with their heads towards the north 
is now believed to be based upon a scientific 
principle.

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LAKE UNDERWRITERS FACE A LOSS ON THE SEASON'S BUSINESS ON ACCOUNT OF A SINGLE STORM. 


Careful Estimates Show a Deficit of $100,000 Between Premiums Received and Losses Paid—The Thanksgiving Gale the Most Dis- 
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astrous of Any Previous One on the Lakes— Record for the Latter Half of 1889, 


. First collisions and then gales have caused the marine season of 1889 to have heen one of great losses to floating property. unat- 
tended by any serious sacrifice of life. A total of 14,086 net tons of vessels has passed out of existence, and the aggregate amount of total 
and partial losses is something over $1,800,000. Since Aug. 1 the losses have been about $1,210,000, the cost of groundings for the four 


months being estimated at $75,000. 


The gale that swept all the five great lakes Thanksgiving changed the estimates for the season, and made important figures on the 

loss side of the accounts of many insurance companies, whose books had hitherto shown a fair profit. Old-time underwriters say it was 
the most disastrous gale they have any memory of. The boats that succumbed to its fury were among the stanchest and most powerful on 
the lakes. When it was over vesselmen bad learned one great lesson—the pew lake marine was not proof against storms. For two seasons 
the powerful steamers, particularly of the lines, had been running regardless ot wind orgveather. 
their nose into any gale or sea that tne lakes could produce. When ine storm was at its height steamers of this class put out from port as 
though a summer zephyr was blowing. The experiences of the Owego, North Star, Albany, and a number of others proved that in à great 
struegle between wind and boat, even on the lakes, the former was the stronger. It was this overconfidence in the strength of latter-day 
vessels that caused the loss of both the Calumet ana the David Dows. 
In the long list of losses the most surprising thing this season is the comparative absence of boats of low or no rating. Their ac- 
knowledged inability to cope with gales has been their safety. So few of them have been lost that in many respects the floating coffins,” 
as they are termed, have been as safe as the powerful steamers with their gilt-edged rating. Nor have many of these coffins ”’ been in 

They have not drowned a man, and they are ready to go into next season in about as good shape as they began the past. 

In the way of insurance losses a conservative estimate is that the underwriters have paid on hulls and cargoes not far from $1,150,- 
000. The same authority gives as the sum actuaily received by the companies after all discounts, commissions to local and general agente, 
bad debts, and the like had been deducted, $1,050,000 on both vessels and cargoes. This would leave a deticit of $100,000 in lake underwrit- 
ing for the season. Some companies have had remarkable runs of bad luck, however, and this deficit is not at all evenly divided. Some

Without definite figures as to the valuation of boats under the different 
ratings it is probably safe to say that the percentage of loss in the lightest grade of vessels is fully as great as in the lowest; yet the former 
is taken at one-third the premiums charged upon iow grade property. If the underwriters have really lost money this season their proper

The Alligator’s Nest. 

Alligator’s nests resemble haycocks more 
than anything else to which they can be com- 
pared. They average about four feet in height 
and about five feet in diameter, and are con- 
structed of grasses and herbage. First 
the mother ‘gator deposits one layer of eggs 
on @ floor of mortar. and having covered this 
with a stratum of mud and herbage about 
eight inches thick lays another set of eggs 
upon that, and so on to the top, there 
being » commonly from 100 to 200 
eggs in a nest. With their tails they then beat 
down the tall grass and weeds te prevent the 
approach of unseen enemies. The female watches 
her eggs until they are hatcned by the heat of 
the sun. and then takes her brood under her 
own care, defending them and providing for 
their subsistence. Dr. Lutzemburg of New Or- 
leans once packed one ot these nests for ship- 
ment to St. Petersburg, but they hatched out be- 
fore they were started on the long voyage, and 
were kept around the doctor’s premises, running 
all over the bouse, up and down stairs, whining 
like young puppies.—S‘.

The relics are those of a mastodon, and, al- 
though the skeleton is not complete, there 
are sufficient bones to show that the animal 
Was twice as large as any now found on the 
face of the globe, including even the huge Asiatic 
elephant. In proportion to the joints, and es- 
timating according to the animals on earth now- 
adays, the monster was certainly not less than 
fourteen feet high. The joint from the knee to 
the thigh is thirty-one inches in length, and the 
swivel joint is seven inches in diameter, whereas 
that of ahorse is only two inches. The bones 
are in an excellent state of preservation, and 
Molienkof telis the Tribune that he intends to 
donate them to the State Agricultural College.
